CONSTITUTION. 


1.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  be 
composed  of  three  representatives  from  each  white  association 
in  the  State,  of  annual  representative  for  every  $10  contribut- 
ed to  its  funds,  and  of  such  life  members  as  have  been,  or  shall 
be  made  so  by  the  payment  of  $30  at  any  one  time  to  the 
Treasurer. 

2.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Convention  shall  be  to  edu- 
cate young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  and  approved 
by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong,  to  support  the  gospel 
in  destitute  sections  of  the  State,  to  assist  Baptist  Churches  in 
the  erection  of  suitable  houses  of  worship,  to  encourage  the 
study  of  the  Bible  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  all  its  departments  of 
labor. 

3.  The  President  shall  preside  when  present,  and  enforce 
order  in  accordance  with  Dr.  Mell's  Parliamentary  Practice. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Yice-Presidents,  one  of  whom  shall 
preside  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

5.  The  Recording  Secretary  and  his  Assistant  shall  record 
the  proceedings,  publish  the  minutes,  and  collect  and  preserve 
correct  statistics  of  the  denomination. 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  represented  in  the 
Convention,  make  public  acknowledgements  of  the  same  every 
week,  forward  all  contributions  to  their  proper  destination, 
and  at  euery  meeting  of  the  Convention,  make  a  full  report 
of  his  receipts  and  disbursements. 

7.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  solicit  contributions 
to  the  objects  of  the  Convention,  assist  the  Boards  in  the  em- 
ployment and  payment  of  Missionaries,  and  labor  to  promote 
the  cultivation  and  development  of  christian  benevolence. 

8.  The  Boards  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually. 
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9.  The  Education  Board  shall,  so  far  as  it  may  be  able,  as- 
sist promising  and  indigent  young  ministers  seeking  to  prepare 
themselves  for  the  more  efficient  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

10.  The  Mission  Board  shall,  so  far  as  the  means  at  its  dis- 
posal will  allow,  supply  all  the  destitute  portions  of  the  State 
with  faithful  and  efficient  ministers  of  the  gospel ;  shall  give 
such  pecuniary  aid  far  as  can  be  secured  for  building  houses  ot 
worship  at  proper  points  in  the  State,  and  in  cases  where  pe- 
cuniary aid  can  not  be  extended  shall  commend  them  to  the 
beneficence  of  the  churches.  This  Board  shall  co-operate 
with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  all  the  departments 
of  its  labor. 

11.  The  Sunday  School  Board  shall  encourage  the  study  of 
the  Bible  in  our  churches,  and  co-operate  with  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.

SECOND  DAY. 

Warrenton,  K  C,  Thursday,  Nov.  6th,  1S73. 

The  Convention  met  at  9:30  A.  M. 

The  first  half  hour  was  devoted  to  religious  exercises  con- 
ducted by  Elder  W.  M.  Wingate,  D.  D. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  Elder 
Huf  ham,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  as 
follows : 

REPOKT  OF   BOARD   OF  MISSIONS. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  great  work  entrusted  to  us,  we  have  encountered 
unusual  difficulties  during  the  year  just  closed.  It  was  decided  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  jour  body  to  make  a  general  canvass  for  the  endowment  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  and  to  endeavor  to  raise  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  during  the 
year.  In  view  of  this,  we  thought  it  would  not  be  wise  to  extend  our  opera- 
tions very  largely  in  the  department  of  State  Missions.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary,  owing  to  the  ill  health  of  his  family,  has  not  been  able  to  labor  as 
extensively  or  efficiently  as  in  other  yetirs.  And  then  the  unsettled  condition 
of  the  finances  of  the  country,  coming  on  just  at  the  season  when  most  of 
the  contributions  are  sent  up  by  the  churches,  has  cut  short  our  receipts  be. 
yond  what  we  have  experienced  in  other  years.  Still  enough  has  been  done 
by  your  Board,  and  the  co-operating  Associations,  to  call  for  thankfulness  and 
encouragement. 

Elder  W.  T.  Walters  has  been  laboring  regularly  at  Weldon  and  Littleton. 
While  there  has  been  no  large  in-gathering  at  these  places,  he  feels  that  he 
has  made  progress,  and  that  his  labor  has  not  been  in  vain.     The  houses  of 
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worship  at  these  places  axe  still  incomplete,  and  they  require  a  large  share  of 
the  time  and  attention  of  the  pastor.  At  Weldon  he  has  baptized  five,  and 
three  have  been  received  by  letter. 

Elder  J.  B.  Richardson  has  been  laboring  at  Greensboro,  besides  preaching 
at  adjacent  points  in  the  afternoon.  He  reports  as  follows :  Sermons,  80 ; 
visits,  465  ;  baptized,  3 ;  received  by  letter,  3. 

The  chnrch  has  reduced  her  debt  for  building  house  of  worship  from  $700 
to  $400.  Besides  this,  she  has  contributed  regularly  for  all  our  objects  of  be- 
nevolence. Bro.  Richardson  has  had  to  encounter  peculiar  discouragements 
and  embarrassments  in  this  field,  and  the  measure  of  success  which  has  at- 
tended his  efforts  under  all  circumstances  is  peculiarly  gratifying. 

Elder  F.  M.  Jordan  has  been  preaching  once  a  month  at  Thomasville  and 
"Winston. 

Elder  H.  A.  Brown  labored  one-fourth  of  his  time,  up  to  the  first  of  August, 
in  the  Western  part  of  the  Beulah  Association,  and  with  very  gracious  results. 
There  was  a  general  awakening  throughout  his  field  of  labor,  and  all  the  indi- 
cations were  of  a  very  cheering  character.  We  regret  that  ill  health  has  com- 
pelled him  to  retire  from  the  field. 

Elder  J.  K.  Howell  has  been  giving  half  his  time  to  Hickory  Station  and 
other  points.  At  Hickory  he  has  succeeded  in  erecting  a  house  of  worship, 
which  is  now  nearly  completed.  He  asks  for  help  to  finish  it,  and  his  self-de- 
nying labors  entitle  him  to  the  thsuiks  and  the  assistance  of  his  brethren.  He 
writes  that  he  has  also  secured  a  lot  for  a  building  at  Statesville,  a  point  which 
we  have  long  desired  to  occupy. 

Eld.  R.  H.  Moody  has  preached  once  a  month  at  Morganton.  Here  as  at  other 
places,  we  have  been  hindered  in  our  work  by  the  want  of  a  house  of  worship. 
Bro.  Moody  has  been  laboring  with  earnestness,  and  with  the  prospect  of  suc- 
cess, to  secure  one.  A  lot  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for,  and  a  substantial 
edifice  is  under  way.  Besides  this,  Bro.  Moody  has  labored  three-fourths  of 
his  time,  as  missionary  in  the  Bi-ushy  Mountain  Association. 

Elder  G.  J.  "Wilkie  has  labored  as  missionary  in  the  Catawba  Association. 
He  has  traveled  1,642  miles,  preached  at  seventy-one  places,  organized  three 
Sabbath  Schools  and  one  church,  visited  one  hundred  and  three  families,  and 
baptized  fifty-one  persons. 

Elder  G.  M.  Webb  has  been  at  work  in  the  King's  Mountain  Association  and 
has  been  greatly  blessed.  At  one  of  his  stations  there  was  a  gracious  revival, 
and  the  cause  greatly  strengthened.  His  report  is  as  follows :  Sermons  and 
exhortations  delivered,  71 ;  miles  traveled,  525 ;  baptized,  43. 

Elder  W.  A.  Pool  has  labored  a  part  of  the  year  in  the  Yadkin  Association. 
He  was  compelled  by  ill-health  to  retire  from  the  field  at  a  time  when  the 
prospects  were  very  encouraging,  and  there  was  promise  of  a  golden  harvest 
from  the  seed  which  he  had  sown. 

By  request  of  the  Brown  Creek  Association  Elder  J.  E.  King  was  appointed 
missionary  to  that  body.  After  laboring  several  months  he  retired  from  the 
field  and  we  are  without  a  report  from  him. 
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Eld.  Q.  T.  Simpson  was  appointed  missionary  to  Plymouth  and  Washington, 
bat  we  have  not  heard  whether  he  accepted  the  appointment  or  what  has  been 
done  in  that  important  field. 

In  the  Eastern  Association  Elders  G.  S.  Best,  B.  G.  Covington,  T.  J.  Leary, 
A.  Guy,  J.  D.  Oliver  and  H.  M.  Groom  have  been  partially  engaged  in  mission- 
ary labor,  occupying  points  in  Carteret,  Jones,  Onslow  and  Sampson  Countie*. 
At  two  of  these  points  the  brethren  are  making  arrangements  to  build  houses 
of  worship. 

At  Lincolnton  the  prospects  of  our  cause  are  brightening.  A  lot  has  been 
purchased  and  paid  for,  and  the  brethren  are  hoping  to  worship  in  their  own 
house  at  an  early  day. 

In  the  Cape  Fear  Association  missionary  labor  has  been  performed  as  fol- 
lows :  Elder  P.  C.  Connelly,  98  days,  98  sermons.  Elder  A.  R.  Pitman,  88 
days,  87  sermons.  Elder  D.  K.  Bennett,  75  days,  75  sermons.  Elder  W.  D. 
Martin,  44  days,  38  sermons.  Elder  D.  J.  Ray,  18  days,  21  sermons.  Elder 
J.  "W.  Dickson  11  days.  Elder  J.  M.  Register,  8  days.  Elder  Haynes Lennon, 
123  days,  104  sermons.

Th^re  is  a  great  demand  for  missionary  labor.  Our  growth,  as  a  denomi- 
nation, in  this  State  has  been  remarkable.  There  has  been  during  the  past 
ye  ar  a  great  deal  of  activity  and  of  progress.  But  there  are  yet  many  sections 
of  the  State  unoccupied  by  the  Baptists.     To  preach  the  Gospel  in  its  purity 
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to  the  poople  of  the  whole  State  must  be  our  aim.  To  accomplish  this,  we 
need  a  great  awakening.  W©  must  by  some  means  or  other  reach  the  masses 
of  the  denomination  and  elicit  their  co-operation  and  their  contributions. 
Hitherto  we  have  succeeded  in  reaching  but  a  small  part  of  them.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Thursday,  Nov.  6th. 

Convention  reassembles  at  3  o'clock.  President  Brooks  in 
the  chair. 

The  recommendation  of  the  chairman  to  abolish  the  Church 
Extension  Board  and  transfer  its  functions  to  the  Board  of 
Missions  is  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Elder  Huf  ham  the  following  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  report  changes  in  the  Constitution  required  by 
consolidating  the  Church  Extension  and  Mission  Boards  :  El- 
ders Huf  ham,  Walters  and  Marsh.

Elder  J.  B.  Boone,  Chairman  of  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
read  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

The  Board  could  not  effect  an  organization  until  the  26th  of  December. 
At  its  first  meeting,  after  prayerful  deliberation,  it  was  resolved  that  the  lead- 
ing objects  of  tlie  Board  should  be  : 
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1.  A  Sunday  School  in  every  Baptist  Church  in  and  every  destitute  neigh- 
borhood in  North  Carolina. 

2.  The  organization  of  a  Sunday  School  Convention  within  every  Association 

in  the  State. 

3.  The  connection  of  every  member  of  a  Baptist  Church  with  a  Baptist  Sun. 
day  School  either  as  a  Teacher  or  Scholar. 

"With  a  treasury  well  nigh  exhausted,  and  the  restriction  that  the  Board 
should  create  no  debt,  we  found  ourselves  very  much  in  the  condition  of  the 
Israelites  when  required  to  make  bricks  while  they  must  need  themselves  col- 
lect the  straw. 

There  were  in  the  State  many  flourishing  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  and  in  them 
hundreds  of  earnest  and  successful  teachers  ;  but  there  was  among  them  no 
organization  that  aimed  to  bring  together  their  capabilities  in  any  concert  of 
effort  for  the  common  cause.  The  experience  of  former  Boards  had  clearly 
demonstrated  the  impossibility  of  effecting  such  a  combination  by  means  of 
circulars  or  letters. 

It  was  patent  that  nothing  practicable  could  be  accomplished  without  a  man 
in  the  field  whose  time  and  labor  should  be  given  to  the  work  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  determined  to  secure,  if  possible,  the  services  of  a  Sunday  School 
Missionary,  who  should  also  act  as  our  agent.  We  were  fortunate  in  engaging 
for  this  position,  Eev.  N.  B.  Cobb,  a  brother  well  known  throughout  the  State, 
who  is  not  only  deeply  interested  in  this  work,  but  eminently  qualified  for  it. 
Bro.  Cobb  entered  at  once  upon  the  duty  assigned.  While  it  was  distinctly 
understood  by  him  that  the  Board  did  not  guarantee  the  salary  stipulated,  yet 
he  accepted  the  appointment  relying  upon  the  generosity  of  the  denomination. 
It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  the  Treasurer's  Report  shows  that  he  has  not  re 
ceived  the  amount  agreed  upon.  We  hope  that  suflJcient  funds  will  be  sent 
up  to  the  Convention  to  supply  the  deficit,  so  that  the  sacrifice  may  not  all  be 
bis. 

It  was  deemed  expedient  to  appeal  to  the  Sunday  Schools  for  aid  in  raising 
the  Missionary's  salary,  thus,  while  increasing  the  resources  of  the  Board,  at 
the  same  time  cultivating  the  spirit  and  practice  of  benevolence  in  the  young. 
As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  reach  the  schools  our  expectations  have  sot 
been  disappointed.  In  the  Treasurer's  Report  will  be  found  under  this  head, 
some  most  gratifying  figures,  which,  as  a  kind  of  first  fruits,  show  how  rich 
a  harvest  may  be  gathered  from  this  field,  could  the  Sunday  School  children 
in  the  State  be  organized  into  Missionary  Societies.  It  will  be  seen  that  our 
aim  has  been  two-fold  ;  to  encourage  and  to  combine  into  organized  co-opera- 
tion those  already  engaged  in  Sunday  School  work ;  and  to  induce  others  to 
enter  upon  this  most  important  Christian  duty,  by  originating  schools  where- 
ever  practicable.  The  year's  work  has  been,  to  a  considerable  extent,  prelim- 
inary. We  were  satisfied  that  it  should  be  so,  if  perchance,  we  might  be  able 
thereby  to  lay  in  the  sympathy  of  our  people,  a  foundation,  broad  and  deep, 
for  the  future  combination  of  their  efforts  in  this  department  of  Christian 
labor,  and  to  set  in  motion  influences  that  may  eventaally  lead  to  so  desirable 
a  consummation. 
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Wherever  our  plan  has  been  presented,  the  Missionary  has  found  the  breth- 
ren ready  to  adopt  it,  "  as  the  cheapest  and  perhaps  the  most  efficient  that  has 
been  offered  to  them."  After  an  experience  of  ten  months,  he  is  convinced 
that  we  "  have  certainly  hit  upon  the  right  plan."  Eight  Associations,  possi- 
bly others,  have  adopted  our  plan  of  organization. 

Bro.  Cobb  has  been  in  the  employ  of  tlie  Board  ten  months,  during  which 
time,  however,  he  has  been  confined  at  home  for  a  month  and  a  half  by  sick- 
ness. He  has  traveled  4,826  miles,  journeying  through  36  counties,  and 
preached  or  lectured,  generally  both,  in  22  counties.  He  has  lectured  in  the 
bounds  of  14  Associations,  receiving  contributions  in  each.  He  has  preached 
84  sermons,  delivered  HO  lectures,  organized  ir»  Sunday  School  Missionary  So- 
cieties, 3  Sunday  School  Conventions  and  2  Sunday  Schools,  and  aided  in 
meetings  in  which  52  persons  professed  conversion.  In  many  sections  his 
visits  have  given  new  life  to  the  Sunday  School  work. 

We  are  gratified  to  know,  that,  in  addition  to  his  labors  in  this  cause,  he 
was  able  to  render  most  efficient  aid  in  the  effort  to  endow  our  College — a  work 
of  vital  importance  to  the  future  of  the  Baptists  in  North  Carolina. 

With  pleasure  we  record  the  fact,  that,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  unnstm' 
courtesy  was  extended  our  Missionary  by  the  Presidents  of  the  North  Carolina, 
Western  North  Carolina,  Seaboard  and  Koanoke,  Western,  Atlantic  and  North 
Carolina,  Carolina  Central,  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  and  Raleigh  and 
Gaston  Eailroads.  Our  object  so  commended  itself  to  these  public  Hpirited 
gentlemen  that  they  were  willing  thus  to  assist  in  a  work  for  the  public  weal, 
thereby  saving  to  us  much  that  woidd  otherwise  have  been  constmied  in  trav- 
eling expenses.  Without  these  favors,  we  should  have  found  it  difficult  to 
carry  on,  if  indeed  practicable  to  begin,  the  work. 

A  want  of  means  has  prevented  our  answering  all  the  calls  from  needy 
Stmday  Schools  for  assistance  in  the  way  of  papers  and  books.  Some  little 
has  been  done  in  this  regard. 

We  greatly  desired  to  report  a  summary  of  Baptist  Stmday  Schools  in  the 
State,  but  otir  appeals  for  statistics  have  not  been  responded  to,  and  not  hav- 
ing minutes  of  the  Associations,  we  are  tmable  to  do  so.  This,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  is  an  important  matter. 

While  we  have  not  accomplished  all  we  desired,  we  have  done  what  we 
could.  Our  own  hearts  have  been  more  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  Sunday  Schools,  and  the  imperative  necessity  of  organization,  if  we  would 
materially  increase  their  number  and  efficiency. 

The  one  grand  object  of  the  Stmday  School  work  is  to  point  the  young  to 
the  Saviour.  Let  our  aim  be  the  children  for  Christ,  and  then  earnestly  set 
*o  work  to  attain  it,  seeking  God's  approval  and  blessing,  without  which  all 
our  efforts  are  vain.  The  object  is  worth  all  the  toil  and  sacrifice  its  accom- 
plishment may  cost. 

For  accotmt  of  receipts  and  disbtirsements,  we  refer  yoti  to  the  Treasurer's 
Beport  herewith  submitted. 

In  stirrendering  the  charge  committed  to  us  we  submit  the  propriety  of  lo- 
cating the  Board  at  some  more  central  point.

Thursday  Night,  7^  o'clock. 

Hour  appointed  for  mass  meeting  on  the  subject  of  State 
Missions.  Hymn,  "Come  thou  fount  of  every  blessing."  Prayer 
by  Elder  John  Mitchell. 

The  President  announces  that  Dr.  Pritchard,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  State  Missions,  will  conduct  the  exercises.     The 
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rc])ort  of  tlie  Board  is  taken  from  the  table  and  read  by  Eld. 
Iluf  ham,  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Elder  C.  Durham  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  subject  of 
State  Missions.  It  is  not  a  commission  that  we  are  to  "  go 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel,"  but  a  command. 
This  is  our  authority.  It  matters  not  what  may  be  our  views 
as  to  the  effects  of  preaching  the  gospel,  it  is  our  duty  to  obey 
the  command  and  leave  the  results  with  the  Commander.  But 
we  have  the  comforting  assurance  in  the  promise  of  our  Saviour 
that  he  will  be  with  us  and  bless  us  in  our  efforts. 

Elder  A.  E.  Owen,  of  Portsmouth,  Ya.,  after  a  beautiful 
allusion  to  the  ties  which  bind  Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
together,  followed  in  remarks  on  the  same  subject.  As  citi- 
zens we  should  be  deeply  interested  in  this  subject.  Like  the 
levees  on  the  Mississippi,  which  hedge  in  its  angry  waters  and 
prevent  them  from  desolating  the  bordering  country,  so  our 
churches  keep  back  the  great  waves  of  vice  and  immorality 
which  are  ever  threatening  to  overrun  our  society.  But  the 
obligation  resting  upon  christians  in  this  direction  is  as  strong 
as  the  command  and  example  of  our  Saviour  can  make  it- 
Jesus  first  declared  in  favor  of  Missions  when  he  taught  his 
people  to  pray  "Thy  will  be  done.-' 

Dr.  T.  H.  Fritchard  followed  with  some  interesting  facts 
connected  with  the  early  history  of  the  Baptist  Denomination 
in  North  Carolina.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Baptists  to  labor 
diligently  and  earnestly  for  the  propagation  ot  their  peculiar 
doctrine,  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  Baptist  Church  in 
every  community.  Individuals  as  well  as  churches  are 
strengthened  by  sacrifice,  and  enriched  by  giving. 

A  collection  was  then  taken  up  and  the  mass  meeting  ad- 
journed. 

THIRD  DAY. 

Friday  Morning,  Nov.  7th,  1873. 
Convention  assembled  at  the  appointed  hour,  and  engaged 
in  devotional  exercises,  conducted  by  Elder  E..  H.  Moody. 
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The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  then  made  by 
Prof.  Wm.  B.  Royall,  as  follows  : 

KEPOET  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  presenting  our  annual  report  we  would  express  our  gratitude  to  God  for 
the  manifold  tokens  of  Divine  favor  we  have  been  permitted  to  enjoy  during 
the  year  now  closing.  The  work  of  the  Board  has  progressed  with  smooth- 
ness, and  has  been  attended  with  a  gratifying  measure  of  success. 

We  have  had  under  our  care  thirteen  young  men  prosecuting  their  studies 
with  special  reference  to  the  work  of  the  ministry;  and  we  take  pleasure  in 
testifying  to  the  correct  moral  and  christian  deportment,  and  the  diligent  and 
successful  application  to  study  exhibited  in  the  cases  of  most  of  them.  Be- 
sides those  connected  with  the  Board,  there  are  six  or  seven  young  men  at  the 
College,  who  have  the  ministry  in  view — some  sustaining  themselves,  and 
others  sustained  by  their  churches  or  associations.  These,  for  the  most  part, 
equally  with  our  beneficiaries,  deserve  favorable  mention  at  our  hands. 

In  the  financial  department  of  our  work,  we  have  reason  to  congratulate 
ourselves,  in  view  of  the  success  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  our  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  despite  the  very  unfavorable  circumstances  under  which 
he  has  had  to  operate.  His  collections  have  been  sufficient  to  carry  on  the 
work,  and,  most  of  the  time,  the  expenses  incurred  have  been  promptly  met. 

It  is  true  that,  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  College,  the  Board 
passed  a  resolution  not  to  receive  lluv,  for  another  term,  any  beneficiary  not 
specially  provided  for.  We  were  laboring  at  the  time  under  a  temporaiy  em- 
barrai,sment  in  our  finances,  and  felt  that  we  must  abide  by  the  regulation  of 
the  Convention  on  this  point,  and  that,  in  so  doing,  we  would  facilitate  the 
work  of  the  Secretary.  Our  action  was  not  designed  to  be  construed  as  ex- 
pression of  any  fears  on  our  part  that  ample  provision  would  not  be  made  by 
the  beginning  of  the  next  session  for  as  many,  at  least,  as  were  then  under 
the  Board.  We  are  pleased  to  state  tliat  we  did  not  err  in  our  expectations,  and 
that  suu:e  weeks  before  the  session  opened  we  were  authorized  to  announce 
that  ttie  young  brethren  might  return,  and  that  arrangements  would  be  made 
for  several  others  should  they  apply  to  the  Board  for  aid- 
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But  still  there  is  room  for  encouragement.  Let  U3  not  be  complacent  over 
what  has  been  accomplished,  nor  flatter  ourselves  that  we  have  begun  to  do 
our  duty,  (all  that  might  have  been  or  ought  to  have  been  done.)  With  the 
number  of  Baptists  in  the  State,  at  a  figure  far  below  the  one  popularly 
employed,  the  deplorable  fact  reveals  itself,  that  the  average  amount  con- 
tributed by  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  ministerial  education,  for  the 
past  year,  falls  short  of  two  cents  per  member,  and  that  only  about  one  church 
in  every  ten  has  contributed  at  all  to  this  object. 

Again,  there  are  numbers  of  young  men  in  the  State  who  are  impressed 
with  their  duty  to  preach  the  gospel.  Some  of  them  enter  the  work,  though 
conscious  of  the  great  disadvantage  they  are  under  from  the  want  of  educa- 
tion. Others,  from  a  consciousness  of  the  same  fact,  and  unable  to  resist 
the  conviction  of  their  unfitness  for  the  work,  seek  to  throw  off  their  impres- 
sions. Could  such  young  men  be  sought  out  and  provision  be  made  for  their 
education,  there  could  be  no  estimating  the  blessed  results  that  would  folow. 

This  is  not,  perhaps,  the  place  to  enlarge  upon  the  importance  of  ministe- 
rial education,  or  upon  the  duty  of  contributing  of  our  sultstance  to  promote 
the  object,  and  yet  we  do  feel  so  profoundly  the  importance  of  the  subject 
that  we  hope  we  shall  be  pardoned  for  what  may  appear  out  of  plaee.  God, 
it  is  true,  can  and  often  does,  bless  the  humblest  means  and  agencies.  The 
labors  of  uueducated  Baptist  preachers  have  furnished  evidence  of  this.  But 
it  must  be  admitted  that  ministers  of  the  gospel  should  be  men  of  the  best 
and  largest  influence  in  the  communities  in  which  they  labor.  Any  measure, 
therefore,  by  which  their  influence  may  be  enlarged,  and,  at  the  same  time 
kept  pure,  should  by  all  means  be  made  use  of. 

When  the  condition  of  God's  people  is  such  that  their  ministry  cannot  be 
educated,  he  deigns  to  honor  those  untauglit  in  the  schools;  but  is  it  not  pre- 
sumption to  suppose  that  He  will  continue  to  do  so  when  his  people  possess 
the  means  of  providing  for  themselves  the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  life,  and 
yet  refuse  to  give,  of  what  God  has  so  bountifully  given  them,  to  help  to 
qualify  and  equip  for  better  and  more  efficient  service  men  called  of  God  to 
preach  the  gospel  ?  Is  it  not  as  unrea-sonable  to  expect  that  God  will  supply 
any  of  those  deficiencies  that  are  due  to  a  want  of  education,  when  the  means 
that  he  has  furnished  are  neglected,  as  that  he  will  supply  our  temporal  wants 
without  the  use  of  the  ordinary  means  and  industry  ? 

In  conclusion,  this  object  claims  the  attention  and  consideration  of  the 
Convention  because  its  siaccess  or  failure  involves,  in  a  great  measure,  the 
success  or  failure  of  all  our  enterprises.  The  home  and  foreign  work  must 
both  alike  feel  the  effect  of  any  impetus  or  recoil  in  the  work  of  ministerial 
education.  The  need  for  sanctified  learning  was  never  greater  than  at  the 
present  time,  and  not  until  the  demand  is  realized,  nor  until  there  shall  be 
concentration  of  effort  in  meeting  it,  can  the  Baptists  of  our  State  hope  to 
rise  to  the  dignity  of  that  station  which  might  now  be  theirs. 

We  commend  the  cause  to  your  earnest  consideration,  hoping  that  an  ina- 
pulse  may  be  given  it  at  this  session,  such  as  it  hss  never  before  received.

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Elder  Huf  ham  moves  that  the  report  be  laid  on  the  table 
till  to-night,  when  there  will  be  a  mass  meeting  in  behalf  of 
ministerial  education. 

Dr.  Wingate,  Secretary  of  the  Central  Committee,  now 
reads  the  following  report : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Central  Committee : 

It  was  regarded  as  quite  important  to  have  at  this  meeting  the  data  from 
which  to  make  a  full  report  of  the  work  accomplished  for  the  endowment  du- 
ring the  present  3'ear.  We  regret  to-day  that  the  means  are  not  at  hand.  We 
must  content  ourselves  with  only  approximating  the  result.  Seven  of  the  As- 
sociations, the  Chowan,  Eastern,  Flat  River,  Tar  River,  Beulah,  King's  Moun- 
tain, and  Green  River,  have  been  canvassed  more  generally  than  any  others. 
These,  it  is  believed,  have  raised  in  contributions  some  $35,000.  The  re- 
maining ones  which  have  been  canvassed,  though  much  less  perfectly,  will 
reach  at  least  $5,000  more.  The  Central,  which  it  was  hoped  would  raise 
$20,000,  and  some  others,  were  not  canvassed  at  all. 

The  partial  nature  of  the  work,  while  due  in  some  measure  to  the  brief 
time  allotted,  is  mainly  attributable  to  two  causes  :  1st.  The  inability  of  the 
Secretaries  to  secure  canvassers  ;  and  2ad,  The  monetary  panic  paralyzing  all 
effort  during  the  last  seven  weeks.  It  was  proposed,  during  that  time,  to  can- 
vass several  of  the  associations  more  perfectly;  and  the  Central  especially, 
where  no  work  had  been  begun,  was  reserved  for  the  six  weeks  preceding  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention.  Had  the  general  movement  continued,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  some  seventy  or  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  would  liave  been 
raised.  As  it  is,  an  amount  not  much  beyond  $40,000  has  been  pledged. 
Even  this  sum  will  be  found  to  include  some  of  the  bonds  formerly  given  to 
Hgents  of  the  College. 

If  we  add  tenjor  fifteen  thousand  dollars  before  bonded,  as  not  included  in 
this  amount,  it  will  be  seen  that  about  one  half  the  sum  proposed  at  the  last 
Convention  has  been  pledged. 

It  is  to  be  much  regretted  that  it  is  nearly  aU  in  pledges.  We  have  received 
in  cash  only  $8,0.35  29.  Twice  in  the  Recorder  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
time  of  payment  be  extended  ;  but  apart  from  any  effect  to  be  attributed  to 
this  suggestion,  the  monetary  crisis  has  been  disastrous  to  immediate  collec- 
tions. . 

The  Secretaries,  however,  while  realizing  to  some  extent  the  disappomt- 
ment  which  may  be  felt  from  this  statement  of  what  has  been  accomplished, 
are  far  from  regarding  the  effort  as  a  failure.  A  wide-spread  agitation  of  the 
subject  of  education,  which  is  to  us  so  vital,  has  been  secured.  An  amount 
of  labor  in  this  direction  has  been  performed  by  them  to  their  associations, 
and  a  degree  of  interest  engendered  which  must  have  a  large  influence  upon 
the  future  of  our  denomination.     Much  preparatory  work  has  been  done  and 
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public  sentiment  created  for  future  effort.  What  is  more  to  the  purpose,  we 
have  gone  far  enough  to  see  that  the  good  work  can  be  accomplishe<l,  that 
whatever  may  be  the  hindrances,  our  brethren  now  will  not  l)e  satisfied  until 
the  iJlOOjOOO  is  raised;  and  with  much  profitalile  experience  from  llie  year  just 
closed  we  can  enter  upon  onr  remaining  work  with  assured  hopes  of  final  and 
complete  success.  We  cannot  for  a  moment  contemplate  any  backward  move- 
ment. For  us  the  die  is  ca.st,  our  honor  is  pledged,  and  we  dare  not  look 
back.  What  one  among  us,  the  humblest  of  God's  chosen  flock,  would  not 
blush  for  shame,  if  now  we  stop  short  of  our  goal. 

This  year,  indeed,  opens  gloomily.  Our  finances  are  prostrate,  the  great 
staples,  cotton  and  tobacco  are  low,  and  tending  downward ;  multitudes  are 
without  employment.  But  such  seasons  make  heroes  of  us, — heroes  many  of 
us  must  become,  if  we  would  lift  our  State,  nay  our  beloved  Zion,  from  the 
ashes  of  her  sloth,  and  possess  for  ourselves  and  our  children  a  heritage  of 
hope.  We  have  started  from  our  Egypt.  Let  come  what  will,  our  faces  are  to 
a  better  land.     We  must  go  forward. 

The  Secretaries,  in  closing  this  report,  gratefully  recognize  the  efficient  aid 
rendered  in  the  work,  by  several  brethren  who  engaged  in  the  canvass.  They 
have  labored  with  a  spirit  of  self-denial  and  sacrifice  worthy  of  this  noble 
cause.  They  have  given  weeks,  and  some  of  them  months,  of  their  time  to 
the  work,  making  no  charge  therefor,  and  even  delighting  in  this  voluntary 
work  of  love.  These  brethren  are  entitled  to  the  warm  thanks  of  the  denom- 
ination for  the  valuable  assistance  given  to  the  endowment  enterprise.

Elder  liuf  ham  says,  in  view  of  the  difficulties  we  had  to 
encuunter,  in  removing  prejudices,  and  in  inducing  the  whole 
State  to  work  together,  we  have  achieved  a  great  success. 
Now  every  part  of  the  State  is  eager  for  the  endowment. 
AVhere  the  canvassers  have  gone,  the  people  have  generally 
given  about  75  per  cent,  heyond  their  apportionment. 

Elder  Huf  ham  then  offers  the  following  resolution  : 

Hesolved,  That  the  measure  of  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  to  en- 
dow our  College,  during  the  year  now  closing,  is  gratifying  and  calls  on  us  to 
go  forward.  * 

Sesolved,  That  we  will  approve  a  vigorous  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  complete  the  work  during  the  coming  year,  and  that  we  will  heart- 
ily co-operate  with  them  in  such  effort. 

Dr.  Wingace  has  but  one  purpose,  that  is  to  go  forward^ 
and  calls  upon  the  canvassers  to  make  statements  in  reference 
to  the  work. 
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Elder  Covington  found  it  easy  enough  to  raise  the  appor- 
tionment wherever  the  endowment  was  presented,  and  often 
they  go  beyond  it.  The  churches  are  determined  to  raise  the 
amount.  This  is  the  spirit  of  the  Eastern  Association.  In 
the  Pee  Dee  there  are  churches  that  I  know  which  will  raise 
their  portion. 

Elder  W.  R.  Gwaltney  thinks  he  sees  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord  in  deferring  the  raising  of  this  amount  until  the  whole 
State  shall  have  been  canvassed,  and  the  objections  met,  and 
prejudices  overcome,  [n  the  mountains  these  prejudices  have 
rapidly  given  away.  In  canvassing  he  finds  the  sin  of  do- 
nothingism  and  indifference  lies  at  the  doCTrs  of  \\\e preachei's. 
So  far  as  our  people  have  been  enlightened  they  have  done 
their  duty.  Many  preachers  have  refrained  from  engaging  in 
this  endowment  because  they  were  afraid  to  ask  contributions 
of  their  moneyed  men. 

Elder  J.  C.  Hiden,  of  Wilmington,  says  we  must  complete 
the  endowment,  while  the  tide  is  in  our  favor,  and  thus  secure 
what  has  already  been  subscribed. 

It  is  necessary  to  educate  as  many  of  our  ministry  as  we 
can.  The  people  do  appreciate  the  work  of  really  well  educa- 
ted persons,  although  they  may  not  be  able  to  give  correct 
reasons  for  their  opinions. 

"We  must  educate  our  sons  in  North  Carolina,  if  we  wish 
them  to  remain  here.  Dr.  Pritchard,  he  said,  has  bnen  pub- 
lishing an  account  of  "Distinguished  North  Carolinians  who 
labored  in  other  States."  These  North  Carolinians  would 
probably  not  have  "labored"  in  other  States  had  they  not 
been  educated  out  of  the  Sta  .  To  raise  this  Endowment, 
will  require  sacrifice;  but  we  love  most  that  for  which  ^q  suf- 
fer most. 

Elder  Pritchard  gives  the  reasons  for  not  canvassing  the 
Central  Association.  The  canvass  was  deferred  until  the  last 
of  the  year  when  they  had  made  an  appointment  for  a  stirring 
movement,  but  the  panic  came,  and  it  was  thought  wise  by 
the  Central  Committee  to  defer  the  canvass. 

He  then  proceeds  to  speak  of  the  necessity  of  an  educated

mini'^tr}'  to  supply  the  demands  that  our  rapid  increase  of 
population  are  making  upon  us. 

He  then  alludes  to  what  other  States  have  done,  to  Vir- 
ginia's $275,000,  to  the  efforts  of  Georgia,  South  Carolina  and 
Alabama. 

Elder  R.  R.  Overby  :  The  Board  does  not  feel  that  they 
have  made  a  failure.  I  have  been  disappointed.  Those  have 
not  worked  that  we  expected.  But  this  work  can't  fiiil.  God 
is  in  it.     They  are  being  stirred  up  all  over  the  State. 

Elder  Savage  thinks  it  very  important  that  the  work  be 
done  now.  It  must  be  said  that  the  Baptists  did  this  work 
in  the  hard  year  of  4873.  We  can  raise  the  amount  appor- 
tioned to  us,  but  we  need  help.  We  must  move  all  along  the 
line.  We  must  not  move  on  the  east,  and  stand  still  in  the 
centre. 

Elder  Mitchell  says  he  was  anticipated  by  Elder  Savage. 
We  nmst  not  be  frightened  on  account  of  time.  One  week 
before  I  came,  I  visited  five  churches  and  got  $800.  I  am 
sorry  that  the  Central  Association  did  not  move.  The  great- 
est difficulty  I  have  have  met  with  is  to  make  them  feel  that 
Wake  Forest  College  is  not  a  local  institution.  As  soon  as 
they  learn  that  it  is  the  great  interest  of  the  denomination, 
they  are  willing  to  help. 

See  what  Elder  Mitchell  did  in  the  very  face  of  the  panic. 
Would  that  more  of  us  had  his  faith. 

Elder  Ivey  believes  that  the  aspect  of  the  endowment  is 
better  than  even  the  most  hopeful  represent.  There  is  more 
cotton  now  than  has  been  for  years  in  North  Carolina.  There 
is  also  more  tobacco.  I  think  in  the  preparation  and  in  what 
has  been  collected,  more  than  three-f  )urths  of  the  work  has 
been  done.  He  then  gives  the  facts  to  sustain  his  assertion. 
The  report  oiily  gives  abuut  two-thirds  of  the  real  work  done. 

Dr.  Walters  says  we  must  change  our  plans.  We  must  en- 
list every  pastor.     We  must  move  together. 

Elder  Farrow  has  acquaintance  with  this  work  in  another 
State.  It  has  moved  there  slowly.  Here  we  have  every- 
thing to  encourage  us. 
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Elder  Hnf  ham's  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  the  Conven- 
tion adjourned  with  prayer  by  Dr.  Sumner. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Friday  Afternoon,  Nov.  7th,  1873. 

Convention  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder  W.  T.  Far- 
row, 

Elder  John  A.  Broadus,  D.  D.,  of  Greenville  Theological 
Seminary,  accepted  an  invitation  to  a  seat  in  the  body. 

The  following  arrived  and  were  enrolled  as  delegates:  W. 
H.  Pace,  Wake  X  Roads,  and  W.  T.  Norris,  Raleigh  Church. 

Ijr.  Sumnei',  of  Marion,  Ala.^  according  to  appointment, 
then  addressed  the  body  on  the  subject  of  Domestic  Missions. 

He  says  we  have  no  need  of  more  machinery,  we  only  need 
to  work  what  we  have. 

He  then  gives  a  general  view  of  the  work  of  the  Board,  tell- 
ing how  it  has  helped  the  weak  churches  in  the  various  por- 
tions of  the  South,  how  that  every  church,  save  one  in  St. 
Louis,  lias  been  established  by  this  Board.  In  like  manner, 
down  the  Mississippi  and  its  tributaries,  they  had  planted 
churches. 

He  then  speaks  of  the  many  appeals  that  come  up  from  the 
destitute  parts,  as  the  Pacific  Railroad,  Florida  and  other 
places. 

In  narrating  some  of  the  straits  through  which  his  Board 
had  passed,  he  spoke  of  the  liberality  of  the  Association  iu 
Georgia,  to  which  Dr.  Mell  belongs.  This  Association  gave 
him  $1,300  at  the  end  of  the  three  months  in  which  he  did 
not  receive  enough  to  pay  the  office  expenses. 

Had  not  Georgia  done  what  she  had  done,  the  Boards  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  would  have  ceased  to  exist. 
He  then  makes  an  appeal  to  North  Carolina  toco-operate  with 
this  Board. 

Elder  Hiden  then  remarks,  that  the  Southern    Baptist  Con- 
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vention  would  have  ceased  to  exist  had  it  not  been  tor  this 
Board. 

An  opportunity  bein or  offered  for  contributions,  a  collection 
of  $101.50  was  received,  in  cash  ^2G.50.  in  pledges  $75.00. 

Adjourned  with  prayer  by  Elder  R,  II.  Marsh. 


FRIDAY  NIGHT. 

Convention  met  in  mass  meeting  for  Ministerial  Lducation, 
at  7^  o'clock.     Dr.  Brooks  in  the  chair. 

Prayer  by  Elder  Hiden,  of  Wiliningten. 

Bro.  S.  J.  Skinner,  of  Henderson,  is  introduced.  Pie  says 
one  of  the  great  needs  of  the  Baptist  denomination  of  North 
Carolina  is  an  educated  ministry,  that  it  is  necessary  to  have 
trained  ministers  to  oppose  the  teachers  of  error.  He  speaks 
specially  of  the  errors  of  Romanism. 

Elder  John  A.  Broad  us,  D.  D.,  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  Greenville,  S.  C,  was  next  introduced. 
He  spoke  of  the  difficulty  the  Southern  people  had  of  keeping 
up  a  higher  civilization,  after  the  terrible  political  and  social 
revolutions  through  which  they  had  passed.  It  was  not  a 
wonder  that  our  institutions  were  not  of  the  highest  order^ 
but  the  wonder  was  that  we  had  any  institutions  at  all.  Edu- 
cation is  a  general  term.  All  men  are  educated  to  some  ex- 
tent. Their  education  difiers  only  in  degree.  The  pursuit  of 
any  branch  of  knowledge  will  educate  a  man,  if  he  takes 
proper  pains. 

The  minister  needs  higher  education  as  much  as  the  lawyer, 
the  physician  or  teacher.  No  reason  can  be  given  for  educa- 
ting men  of  these  professions  which  does  not  apply  with  equal 
force  to  the  minister.  The  minister  needs  it  a  great  deal 
mo7'e.  He  has  to  deal  with  more  heterogeneous  audiences. 
All  classes,  all  ages,  and  both  sexes,  comprise  his  audience. 
His  subjects  are  high,  deep,  broad,  difficult,  and  important- 
He  has  bitter  prejudices  and  mighty  forces  of  unbelief  to  con' 
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tend  with.  Science,  falsely  so  called,  arrays  itself  against  his 
teachings.  There  is  no  conflict  between  the  teachings  of 
science  and  the  Bible  ;  but  the  conflict  is  between  the  teachers 
of  science  and  the  Bible.  The  question  is  asked,  why  pay  for 
the  educatoin  of  preachers  and  not  for  that  of  lawyers  ?  1st. 
God  calls  poor  nien  to  preach.  2nd.  The  calling  will  not  pay, 
and  their  friends  think  they  had  better  reserve  their  assistance 
until  they  enter  upon  their  profession,  when  they  will  need  it 
more.  This  was  a  sacrifice  ministers  must  learn  to  make,  to 
receive  help  from  others.  This  is  a  sore  trial  to  most  men, 
they  rebel  against  the  idea  of  being  treated  as  half  beggars. 

Elder  F.  H.  Ivey,  of  Wake  Forest,  states  that  there  are 
thirteen  young  men  at  Wake  Forest  College  preparing  for  the 
ministry  that  need  support,  and  the  Board  is  in  debt  $300.  If 
you  take  away  the  forty  ministers  who  have  received  training 
at  Wake  Forest  College,  you  would  dismember  this  Conven- 
tion, 3-ou  would  take  away  its  President,  you  would  have  no 
Corresponding  Secretary,  you  would  take  away  from  your 
college  its  President  and  some  of  its  most  valuable  Professors. 
Most  of  these  secured  assistance  when  at  the  College. 

Dr.  Pritchard  speaks  of  the  value  of  the  educated  man.  Dr. 
McCosh  has  brought  a  million  to  Princeton.  In  what  scales 
shall  we  weigh  Dr.  Yates,  John  L.  Prichard  and  Ivey. 

Elder  E.  L.  Davis,  of  [Tnion  county,  says  if  he  had  the 
Peabody  Fund,  he  thinks  he  would  know  what  to  do  with  it. 
He  would  hire  every  Baptist  preacher  in  the  State  that  he  could 
hire,  to  quit  preaching,  and  those  that  could  not  be  hired  he 
would  pay  just  twice  what  they  are  now  receiving.  A  man 
is  a  fool  to  hire  a  hand  to  work  on  his  farm  and  give  him  a 
half  a  hoe  or  a  dull  ax  to  work  with.  An  educated  man  can 
preach  easier,  and  make  himself  better  understood  than  an 
uneducated  man.  A  man  that's  got  but  little  education  has  a 
hard  time.  But  we  can't  all  be  educated,  and  as  Solomon 
says,  "  if  the  tool  is  dull,  we  must  put  on  more  strength." 

After  taking  up  a  collection,   amounting  to  about 
cash  and  pledges,  the  Convention  adjourns. 
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FOURTH  DAY. 

Saturday,  Nov,  8, 

After  devotional  exercises,  the  Convention  was  called  to 
order  in  its  morning  session  by  President  Brooks.  The  min- 
utes of  yesterday  were  read. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Missions  was  read. 

On  motion  of  Elder  Wingate,  the  report  was  laid  on  the 
table,  to  be  taken  up  to  night  in  mass  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  time  and  place  of  the  next  session  re- 
ported. 

Wilmington  is  selected  as  the  place,  and  Wednesday  before 
the  second  Sunday  in  November,  1874,  the  time,  for  the  ne.xt 
session. 

Elder  C.  T.  Bailey,  of  Warrenton,  is  elected  to  preach  the 
Introductory  Sermon.     Rev.  Dr.  McDowel),  alternate. 

Elder  N.  B.  Cobb  is  to  preach  the  Missionary  Sermon.  Eld. 
A.  D.  Cohen,  alternate. 

The  Report  on  Periodicals  was  now  submitted  by  Bro.  G. 
W.  Blount,  of  Wilson  : 

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS. 

Your  Committee  on  Periodicals  take  pleasure  in  recommending  to  the  cor- 
dial and  hearty  support  of  every  Baptist  the  Biblical  Recorder  as  not  only  the 
State  organ  of  om-  denomination,  but  as  a  faithful  exponent  of  Baptist  doc- 
trine, and  a  faithful  worker  in  our  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

We  also  recommend  Kind  Wards  for  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  urge  the 
immediate  adoption  of  it  as  a  text-book  in  every  Sabbath  School. 

That  our  people  be  informed  as  to  the  extent  of  our  operations  as  Missiaii. 
ary  Baptists,  it  is  recommended  that  more  general  attention  be  directed  to 
the  Home  aiid  Foreign  Joiirtud,  and  therefore  recommend  that  that  paper  be 
more  generally  patronized.     It  deserves  our  earnest  support.

Dr.  Wingate  moved  that  the  discussion  of  this  report  be 
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made  the  special  order  of  11  o'clock,  when  the  attendance 
would  be  larger. 

Rev.  Dr.  Broadus  is  requested  to  make  some  remarks  on 
the  condition  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 
He  says  the  prospects  of  the  Seminary  are  brightening,  opposi- 
tion in  Kentucky  is  dying  out.  He  gives  an  excellent  account 
of  the  system  pursued  in  the  Seminary,  a  very  admirable  and 
practical  system,  and  one  which  has  given  most  excellent  and 
most  valuable  results.  The  mess-hall  system  is  reviewed  and 
explained.  Board  costs  about  $9  a  month,  and  the  board  is 
good. 

A  number  of  contributions  are  voluntarily  made  to  aid  the 
Seminary. 

The  subject  of  Religious  Periodicals  now  comes  up. 

Elder  C.  T.  Bailey  speaks  on  the  circulation  of  the  Biblical 
Recorder.  He  hopes  that  it  will  find  its  way  into  every  Bap- 
tist family  in  the  State.  He  also  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the 
Religious  Herald.,  of  Richmond,  Ya. 

Elder  T.  H.  Pritchard,  D.  D.,  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the 
Examiner  and  Chronicle,  of  New  York,  and  of  other  papers  ; 
but  he  says  the  Recorder  is  before  us  now,  and  we  ought  to 
talk  about  and  work  for  that. 

Elder  Hiden  insists  upon  the  importance  of  circulating  our 
religious  paper,  in  order  that  our  people  may  be  informed  of 
the  condition  and  needs  of  our  various  benevolent  enter- 
prises. 

He  is  followed  by  Elder  S.  W.  Westcott,  of  Newborn,  who 
urges  the  importance  of  sustaining  our  own  paper  Jirst. 

Elder  Huf ham  speaks  of  the  prospects  of  the  paper  ;  saying 
that  its  circulation  is  larger  than  it  ever  was,  and  that  the 
paper  is  better  than  it  ever  was. 

Dr.  Wingate  urges  the  brethren  to  circulate  the  paper.  He 
calls  out  Elder  A.  F.  Redd,  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
He  says  the  paper  is  to  stand  or  fall  on  its  own  merits.  We 
need  to  reach  the  people.  The  paper  has  3,200  paying  sub- 
scribers.    In  the  course  of  another  year,  we  ought  to  have 
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6,OU0,  as  Dr.  Wiiitrate  says.  The  Pastors  are  work iiii^  tor  the 
paper,  and  have  no  difficulty  in  «^etting  subscribers. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Broad  us  speaks  in  very  high  terms  ot"  i\\G  Recorder. 
He  says  he  likes  to  put  the  paper  in  the  hands  of  his  children, 
on  account  of  its  excellent  sense,  and  the  admirable  literary 
taste  which  characterizes  the  articles.  Besides,  it  is  sound  in 
doctrine ;  that  some  of  our  very  best  writers  are  contributing 
to  the  Recorder^  and  that  he  reads  it  with  unusual  interest. 
The  paper  is  a  valuable  educator. 

Dr.  Sumner,  of  Alabama,  has  been  greatly  interested  in 
this  discussion.  A  large  number  of  papers  comes  to  his  office, 
and  the  Recorder  is  the  first  he  opens,  lie  urges  the  support 
of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Journal,  as  the  organ  of  the  Boards 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  also  of  Kiiid  Words,  the 
Children* s^2l^qy,  published  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Dr.  Sumner  discusses  the  sub- 
ject of  religious  newspapers  generally  ;  and  the  audience  seemed 
much  delighted  with  the  close  of  his  speech,  in  which  he  spoke 
in  high  terms  ot  the  brains  of  our  Southern  men,  and  the 
beauty  of  our  Southern  women. 

Elder  E.  L.  Davis  follows  with  a  humorous  speech,  at  which 
the  audience  are  very  much  amused.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Saturday   Afteenoon,  Nov.  8th,  1873. 

Convention  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder  F.  H.  Jones. 

The  resolution  endorsing  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  His- 
torical Society  was  called  up. 

Elder  Haynes  Lennon  read  the  Constitution  of  the  Society. 

After  remarks  by"  Elders  Lennon,  Wingate,  J.  S.  Purefoy 
and  W.  B.  Royall,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Finance  Committee  reports  through  Bro.  J.  Jenkins. 

Keport  adopted. 

Elder  Fluf  ham  announces  his  purpose  to  continue  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Mission  Board,  although  he  intended  to  resign 
when  he  came  to  the  Convention.  He  is  unwilling  to  retire, 
while  the  Board  is  in  debt.     I  response   to  Elder   Huf  ham's 
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declaration  of  liis  intention,  several  Pastors  pledged  him  their 
cordial  support  in  raising  funds  for  his  work. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  several  Associations  of  the 
State  be  requested  to  send  up  special  funds  for  printing  and 
distributing  the  minutes  of  the  Oonvention. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  offered  by  Elder  R.  II. 
Moody  and  adopted  : 

1.  lienolird,  That  we  do  appreciate,  and  therefore  tender  our  sincere  thanks 
to  the  President,  Dr.  Brooks,  for  the  polite  and  dignified,  yet  nnassnming 
and  brotherly  manner,  in  which  he  has  presided  over  and  conducted  the  busi 
ness  of  the  Convention,  and  to  the  other  ofl&cers  for  their  faithful  discharge 
of  duty. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due,  and  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  the  Pastor  of  the  Warrentou  Church,  Elder  C.  T.  BaUey,  for  his 
kindness  and  unwavering  attention  in  arranging  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
delegates  of  the  Convention. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  unfeigned  thanks  to  the  Brethren  and  friends 
o^^  the  town  of  Warren  ton  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  to  us  during  the 
session  of  the  Convention,  and  to  the  different  lines  of  public  transportation 
which  have  passed  the  delegates  at  reduced  rates. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  printed 
2,000  copies  of  the  minutes  of  this  session  of  the  Convention, 
leaving  out  the  statistical  tables  and  list  of  ministers,  and  pay 
for  the  same  as  far  as  practicable  by  advertising. 

ORPHAN    ASYLUM. 

By  invitation,  Elder  A.  D.  Cohen  addressed  the  Convention     ' 
in  behalf  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum.     There  are  now  104 
children  there  who  are  fed,  clothed  and   educated  by  the  con- 
tributions of  the  benevolent.     The  school  is  graded  and  has  4 
teachers.     Children  are  received  between  the  ages  of  8  and    , 
13  and  prepared  to  earn  a  livelihood  in  some  honorable  calling,     j 
The  Convention  then  adjourned.  j

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NIGHT  SESSION. 

SATURDA.Y,  Nov.  8th,  1873. 

Conv^ention  meets  in  mass  meeting  according  to  appoint- 
ment.    Dr.  Brooks  in  the  chair. 

Elder  C.  T.  Bailey  is  introduced.  He  says  the  spirit  of 
missions  is  the  spirit  of  the  gospel.  He  then  alludes  to  the 
self-sacrilice  of  the  missionaries,  and  asks  if  we  are  doing  our 
duty. 

Elder  J.  C.  Hiden  is  next  introduced.  He  pleads  for  men  as 
men — this  is  happily  illustrated  from  an  incident  of  his  boyhood. 
The  adventitious  arguments  for  Domestic  Missions,  such  as  the 
moral  elevation  of  your  country,  and  others  similarto  it,  can't 
be  used  for  Foreign  Missions.  The  heathen  are  too  far  off  from 
us.  He  then  calls  attention  to  the  humanity  of  the  literature 
of  to-day,  giving  some  touching  citations  from  Dickens.  "We 
are  not  told  what  God  did  for  angels,  but  he  took  upon  him- 
self the  form  of  a  servant  for  man.  Mythology  represents 
gods  as  coming  to  kings  but  not  to  man.  He  now  proceeds  to 
meet  the  popular  error  of  supposing  that  civilization  must  pre- 
cede Christianity,  by  showing  the  Avil  results,  when  civiliza- 
tion does  go  before  Christianity,  as  in  India  and  America. 
To  those  who  think  the  heathen  have  no  sense,  he  points  to 
Aristotle's  metaphysics,  to  their  magnificent  ruins.  The  mod- 
ern heathen  think.     Give  them   the  great  facts  of  the  gospel. 

A  collection  is  taken  up,  and  the  Convention  adjourns  with 
the  hymn,  "  From  Greenland's  icy  mountains." 


On  Sunday  morning  a  mass  meeting  in  behalf  of  the  Sun- 
day School  Board  was  held  in  the  Baptist  Church,  and  after 
addresses  by  Elders  R.  H.  Marsh,  W.  E.  Gwaltney,  N.  B. 
Cobb  and  J.  D.  Huf  hum,  the  sum  of  $330  was  secured  in 
pledges  and  §11.05  in  cash  for  the  objects  of  the  board. 
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After  the  sermon  at  night  in  the  Baptist  Church,  President 
Brooks  rehearses  the  history  of  the  Convention  from  its  origin, 
congratulates  the  delegates  on  the  great  improvements  that 
have  taken  place  in  the  denomination,  gives  Dr.  Sumner  the 
hand  of  Christian  fellowship  in  taken  of  his  own  hearty  ap- 
proval of  the  resolution  recommending  a  more  hoarty  co-ope- 
ration with  the  Marion  Board,  and  declares  the  Convention 
adjourned,  to  meet  next  year  in  Wilmington,  N,  C,  on  Wed- 
nesday before  the  second  Sunday  in  November,  A.  D.  1874.

CONSTITUTION 


N.  C.  BAPTIST  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  "North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  establish 
and  maintain,  at  W.  F.  College,  a  library  composed  of  books, 
pamphlets,  manuscripts,  portraits,  &c.,  pertaining  to  the 
history  of  Christianity,  and  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  particular. 

Art.  3.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  persons  who  have 
paid  not  less  than  Three  Dollars  towards  its  objects. 

Art.  4.  The  oflScers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Pres- 
ident, three  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  annually  elected. 

Art.  5.  The  officers  mentioned  in  Article  IV,  together 
with  three  other  members,  to  be  annually  elected,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Managers.  These  shall  meet  annually  or 
oftener.  Three  shall  be  a  quorum.  They  shall  receive, 
hold  and  carefully  manage  the  property  of  the  Society,  with 
power  to  sell  and  convey  the  same,  but  money  or  other  pro- 
perty, given  for  any  specified  department  of  the  Society's 
operation,  shall  sacredly  be  used  for  that  purpose  only. 

Art.  6.  Such  articles  as  belong  to  the  classes  mentioned 
in  Article  II  shall  never  be  sold  or  alienated,  except  books 
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or  tracts  published  by  the  Society  itself.  Nevertheless,  du- 
plicates and  articles  not  within  the  province  of  the  Society 
may  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. 

Art.  7.  Alterations  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pre- 
sent; Provided,  that  no  alteration  be  made  changing  the 
character  and  oj^erations  of  the  Seciety,  as  stated  in  Arti- 
cle IT.
